PROCLAMATION

Call to the 65th Legislature for a Special Session

WHEREAS, Article V, Section 6, of the Montana Constitution and 8§ 5-3-101, MCA, provide that the
Legislature may be convened in special session by the Governor;

WHEREAS, Article VI, Section 11, of the Montana Constitution provides that whenever the
Governor considers it in the public interest, the Governor may convene the Legislature;
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WHEREAS, Montana experienced the most expensive fire season in state history;
WHEREAS, fire suppression costs exceeded available appropriations for the biennium;

WHEREAS, general fund revenues were short of legislative projections (HJ 2) for FY 2017 and are
projected to fall significantly short of HJ 2 in FY 2018 and FY 2019;

WHEREAS, to ensure that the expenditure of appropriations does not exceed available revenue,
the Governor invoked § 17-7-140, MCA and directed agencies to reduce spending in an amount
that ensures that the projected ending general fund balance for the biennium will be at least 6
percent of all general fund appropriations in the second year of the biennium ending June 30, 2019;

WHEREAS, based upon the revenue estimates available at the time and in accordance with §
17-7-140, MCA, the Budget Director recommended to the Legislative Fiscal Analyst, the Legislative
Finance Committee, and the Revenue and Finance Committee a 9.7 percent reduction in general
fund expenditures;

WHEREAS, after considering the Budget Director's proposed spending reductions, the Legislative
Finance Committee recommended that the Governor prioritize cuts that: 1) cause the least possible
impact to services to Montana's most vulnerable citizens; 2) would impose the least possible
increase to local property taxes; 3) could be made with the least impact on safety and security of
Montana's communities; and 4) were consistent with legislative policies enacted in 2017 that would
have a positive long-term fiscal impact;

WHEREAS, following the special session, the Governor will implement a 6.61 percent reduction
in general fund expenditures;

WHEREAS the Governor cannot implement cuts beyond 6.61 percent that conform with the
recommendations of the Legislative Finance Committee;

WHEREAS, based upon current revenue projections from the Budget Director, a general fund
budget deficit will remain after the Governor implements his 6.61 percent reduction;

WHEREAS, itis in the public interest of all Montanans that any reductions beyond the Governor's
reductions of 6.61 percent be considered by the Sixty-Fifth Montana Legislature; and

WHEREAS, it is in the public interest of all Montanans that a special session of the Legislature be
called for the limited purpose of approving fund transfers, reducing general fund expenditures, and
adopting temporary revenue measures to address the projected shortfall in revenue for the 2019
biennium and to provide for appropriations for fire suppression and mitigation costs.

NOW, THEREFORE |, STEVE BULLOCK, Governor of the State of Montana, pursuant to the
authority vested in me by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, do hereby call the
Sixty-Fifth Montana Legislature into special session in Helena, at the Capitol Complex at the hour
of 12:00 p.m., the 14th day of November, 2017, and hereby direct the special session of the
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Sixty-Fifth Legislature to consider action limited to the following subjects:

Legislation temporarily suspending employer share contributions to the judges' retirement
system.

Legislation revising the sale of new liquor licenses by requiring an auction of newly created
licenses.

Legislation eliminating the transportation and combined block grant payments and
suspending the coal fired generating unit payment for the current biennium.

Legislation revising the state fire assessment to apply to all parcels.

Legislation temporarily increasing the accommodations and rental car tax rates to increase
general fund revenues to offset state fire costs.

Legislation authorizing a management fee on excess investment holdings of the Montana
State Fund to offset state fire costs.

WHEREAS, Montana experienced the most expensive fire season in state history;
WHEREAS, fire suppression costs exceeded available appropriations for the biennium;

WHEREAS, general fund revenues were short of legislative projections (HJ 2) for FY 2017 and are
projected to fall significantly short of HJ 2 in FY 2018 and FY 2019;

WHEREAS, to ensure that the expenditure of appropriations does not exceed available revenue,
the Governor invoked 8§ 17-7-140, MCA, and directed agencies to reduce spending in an amount
that ensures that the projected ending general fund balance for the biennium will be at least 6
percent of all general fund appropriations in the second year of the biennium ending June 30, 2019;

WHEREAS, based upon the revenue estimates available at the time and in accordance with §
17-7-140, MCA, the Budget Director recommended to the Legislative Fiscal Analyst, the Legislative
Finance Committee, and the Revenue and Finance Committee a 9.7 percent reduction in general
fund expenditures;

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PETITION OF THE SIXTY-FIFTH LEGISLATURE FOR A CALL OF SPECIAL SESSION
WHEREAS, Atrticle VIII, section 9, of the Montana Constitution requires a balanced budget; and

WHEREAS, the Governor called a special session of the Sixty-Fifth Legislature to convene on
November 14, 2017; and

WHEREAS, section 17-7-140, MCA, requires the Governor to reduce spending to meet certain
projected ending general fund balances; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to section 17-7-140, MCA, the Governor plans to implement a 6.61 percent
reduction in general fund expenditures following the special legislative session; and

WHEREAS, while the Governor has the authority to reduce general fund expenditures, only the
Legislature has the authority to reduce appropriations by 6.61 percent; and

WHEREAS, the Governor submitted legislation to be considered in a special session by the
Sixty-Fifth Legislature while also potentially limiting the ability of the Sixty-Fifth Legislature to revise
the legislation based on the narrow call; and

WHEREAS, the Sixty-Fifth Legislature needs additional flexibility to revise the Governor's
legislation or introduce new legislation for the purpose of balancing the budget and providing
budget stability; and

WHEREAS, it is in the public interest of all Montanans that the Legislature consider legislation that
balances the budget, in addition to revising insurance laws; and

WHEREAS, Atrticle V, section 6, of the Montana Constitution and section 5-3-101, MCA, provide
that the Legislature may be convened in special session at the request of a majority of the
members.

NOW, THEREFORE, WE THE UNDERSIGNED, being a majority of the members of the Sixty-Fifth
Legislature, pursuantto Article V, section 6, of the Montana Constitution and section 5-3-101, MCA,
hereby convene the Sixty-Fifth Legislature into special session in Helena to run concurrently with
the special session beginning November 14, 2017, called by the Governor.

The special session hereby convened shall consider legislation to:

(1) amend section 17-7-140, MCA, to reduce the amount of the projected ending general fund
balance the Governor must ensure for the biennium;

(2) provide legislative intent and direction to accept proceeds from a private prison contractor
(CoreCivic, formerly known as Corrections Corporation of America) while maintaining the
state's option to purchase as well as the state's termination rights for the purposes of
deposit to the general fund, the fire suppression account, or the budget stabilization reserve
fund;
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reduce appropriations for the biennium starting July 1, 2017:

to account for the Governor's proposed reductions in spending that were referenced in the
Governor's special session call;

for the Legislative Branch;
for the Judicial Branch;

from the state special revenue fund to the Department of Commerce, the State Auditor, and
the Public Service Commission;

from the highway nonrestricted account in the state special revenue fund,
to account for rate reductions to the state employee benefit holiday;

to account for rate reductions to the Department of Administration, Information Technology
Services Division, Rates Maintained/Based Upon Financial Transparency Model;

to account for rate reductions to the Department of Administration, State Financial Services
Division, SABHRS Services Fee;

to account for revisions of combined fund and transportation fund block grants to school
districts and coal-fired generating unit closure mitigation block grants; and

to implement statutory changes adopted by the Sixty-Fifth Legislature during the special
session;

expand the Governor's call for legislation to include legislation that:

provides for fund balance transfers and other transfers within the state treasury to the
general fund, the fire suppression account, the budget stabilization reserve fund, and the
guarantee account for the purpose of balancing the budget and providing budget stability;
provides for a contribution holiday to the state employee benefit group;

temporarily revises employer share contributions to the judges' retirement system;
revises the combined fund and transportation fund block grants to school districts;
revises or eliminates the coal-fired generating unit closure mitigation block grants;

revises the state fire assessment;

deposits any additional revenue derived from taxes or fees to the general fund, the fire
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suppression account, and the budget stabilization reserve fund for the purpose of balancing
the budget and providing budget stability; and

reduces general fund appropriations or increases state special revenue fund appropriations
to the Department of Natural Resources and Conservation, Forestry Division;

revise existing appropriation authority through an appropriation reduction to an account or
fund within the state treasury and a corresponding appropriation increase to another
account or fund within the state treasury to implement statutory changes adopted by the
Sixty- Fifth Legislature during the special session;

expand use of funds in the fire suppression account for the biennium starting July 1, 2017,
to provide for fuel reduction and mitigation, forest restoration, grants for the purchase of fire
suppression equipment, forest management projects on federal land, support for
collaborative groups, and road maintenance on federal lands;
